Facing Council Vote 


The ‘City Council is expected 


| to act on a. $275,000 Onota Lake 


recreaticnal project at its meet- 
ing Tuesday. 

The project, if approved by 
the. Council, will entail the pur- 
chasé of tite water rights to the 
lake from the Berkshire Co., 
Inc., for $75,000 and the pur- 
chase of 20-aeres of lakefront 


property owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles R. Ramsey. 
Approval Foreseen 

Mayor Butler this - morning 


said that his office was prepar- 
ing the orders authorizing the 
project for submission to the 
City Council. 

“There is no question that the 
project will be approved,’ he 


. said, but he said he doubted 


that the $275,000 would be ap- 
propriated at the Tuesday meet- 
ing. He explained that the ac- 
quisition involves three legal 
steps which must be accom- 
plished in order. The Council 
must first authorize the taking, 
then accomplish the actual tak- 
ing and lastly appropriate the 
funds. 

The mayor speculated that the 
acquisitions will be completed 
and the funds appropriated with- 
in two weeks. The Council will 
probably authorize the taking at 
is Tuesday meeing, he said, 
and complete the action at the 
next meeting. The sellers have 
agreed to wait while the city 
completes the legal procedures, 
according to the mayor. 

A member of the (Council this 
morning said that he had~no in- 
dication of the sentiments of his 
colleagues on the project. He 
noted, however, that the ‘Council 
has approved substantial in- 
creases in salaries recently and 
commented ‘that it may become 
more conservative on fiscal 
matters now. 

The project has been initiated 
by Geroge S. Wislocki of the 
Berkshire Natural Resources 
Council and by the Conservation 
Commission. According to Wis- 
locki, the acquisition of the 
water rights and Ramsey 
property will qualify the city to 
receive $137,500 from the federal 
Department of the Interior and 
an additional $68,750 to- defray 
the costs of acquiring » the 
property and water rights. 


Presented at Dinner 


The proposed acquisitions 
were presented to the Council at 
a dinner ‘given by the Berkshire 
Natural Resources Council and 
the Conservation Commission 
and paid for by the privately 
funded resources council. The 


parking lot could be constructed 
by the city and that vocational 
students at Taconic High School 
might construct the boathouse 
and bathhouses. Then the city 
would have to supply only the 
materials the mayor said. 

Wislocki this morning said he 
felt that it would ‘be worth ex- 
ploring whether federal money 
would be available to develop 
the entire Burbank Park lake- 
front, including the Ramsey prop- 
erty. However, it still has to be 
determined if the the Depart- 
ment of the Interior would be 
responsive to a request for 
federal assistance toward the 
development of this area, he 
said. Wislocki added that he in- 
tended to look for sources of 
money for the possible develop- 
ment of the recreational facili- 
tes. 

Discussing the proposed ac- 
quisitions of water rights and 
property, Wislocki stressed that 
the city has already committed 
itself to paying $75,000 within 
one year for the water rights. 
Under the recreational project, 
he contends that the city will 
get a total of $206,250 in state 
and federal funds, leaving ‘the 
city’s share of the $275,000 cost 
at $68,750. This represents a 
saving of $6,250 from the $75,000 
for the water rights alone, he 
said.

Onotg Lake water rights and ex- 
panding the lakefront at Bur- 
bank Park is expected at the 
City Council’s July meeting. 

The vote had been scheduled 
at the meeting three days ago 
but Mayor Butler at the last 
minute asked for delay. { 

He said he did so to prevent 
the entire $275,000 cost of the, 
project from being reflected in 
the 1971 tax rate. 

The city’s share of the cost is 
only $68,500, with the state and 
federal governments paying the 
rest.

Vincent J. Hebert, superinten- 
Jent of the Department of 
Parks and Recreation, reported 
last week that there have been 
humerous incidents of vandal- 
ism at the parks since opening

ps heen considerable damage 

o the playground equipment in- 
cluding a number of cut swings 
and damaged slides,’ Hebert 
said.

“Not only do we have to pay 
for repairs after such vandal- 
ism, but it disrupts our program 
and prevents us from doing 
many other things,” he said. 

The park department’ has a 
uniformed force of 20 park po- 
lice who patrol the 24 parks and 
playgrounds in the city on a reg- 
ular basis. The police are re- 
sponsible for enforcement of the 
new regulations. 

Members of the park police 
are all over 21 years of age and 
include school teachers, recent 
college graduates and others 
who are able to work for the de- 
partment on an_ intermittent 
basis. 

The regulations establish the 
closing hours for all parks, ex- 
cept Park Square, as one hour 
after sunset to one hour before 
sunrise. Violators of this previ-

City’s Tax Rate 
May Be Limited 
To Rise of $1 


_ By Grier Horner 


Pittsfield’s tax rate could go 
up by as little as.$1 this year, in 
the estimation of some lawyers 
and bankers, 

The City Council. last night 
gave Mayor Butler an assist: in 
holding the tax rate down when 
it unanimously approved his use 
of $625,000 in free cash to re- 
duce taxes. That action has the 
impact of taking slightly more 
than $2 off the rate. 

Lawyers and banks annually 
estimate the tax rate, so taxes 
can be divided between buyer 
and seller in property purchases 
executed before the official’ rate 
is set. 

Figures ranging from $3 to 
$4.20 have been used. From this, 

' the $2 cut by Butler has to be 
subtracted. ' 

One banker predicted ‘with 
confidence today that the in- 
crease will only be about $1. 

The city in 1969 had an in- 
crease of $1, and many obser- 
vers felt if aided Mayor Butler’s 
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re-election. He is now seeking a 
third term against four oppo- 
nents, , 

To the owner of what the As- 
Sessors regard as the average 
house — one assessed at $14,000 
— a $1 increase would mean 
only a $14 jump in his tax bill. 
Last year his increase was six 
times that figure when the rate 
went up $6.30 to $55.80. At that 
rate, the man with that $14,000 
assessment paid $781. ; 

The Council approved the use 
of free cash to reduce the rate 
without debate, The city this 
year had $1.2 million in free 
cash — surplus funds it can 
spend as it sees fit.

The budget — reduced by only 
$67,000 after a month of Council 
study — is expected to come up 
for a final vote tonight.: 


Overriding 


22-Cent Saving on Rate 


The amount cut is the equiva- 
lent of a 22-cent saving on the 
tax rate. It means the man who 
owns the average house here — 


~ assessed at $14,000 — will pay 


$3.08 cents less in real estate 
taxes than if the Council had 
made no cuts. 

But how much his bill will be 
is still in doubt because of a 
number of unknowns, including 
tax relief at the state level. 

During last night’s session 
City Auditor Anthony W. Sottile 
launched an attack on Council- 
man Richard W. Paul and his 
attempt to cut $500,000 from the 
budget. 

Sottile, in turn, was attacked 
by Councilman Philip J. Tully 
Jr. for allegedly trying to threat- 
en the Council. 

Paul was the only councilman 
to vote for his huge budget 
slash — reduced by the time it 
came to a-decision to $386,800 
because of prior Council action. 

His widely publicized move to 
force Mayor Butler to dip into 
the city’s abundant 1971 free-cash 
account to reduce the tax rate 
was branded. political by Sottile. 

“Call it political if you will,” 
said Paul, who is: expected to 
run for mayor. “I made a 
pledge to help the taxpayer.”’

Average of $9.80 


The rate, set in Boston today, 
means that Pittsfield’s mythical 
average homeowner, with prop- 
erty assessed at $14,000, would 
have a 1971 tax bill of $791.

tt looks like ‘a squash, but it 
tastes like a honeydew melon. 
Kazakh, a variety of melon na- 
tive to Kazakhastan, Russia, 
and registered with the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, can be 
grown right here in Berkshire 
County. 

Carl Deame of Dalton says 
this is a fact, and he ought to 
know because he grew a 
mouth-watering crop in his 
backyard last summer. A mem- 
ber of the Men’s Garden Club of 
Albany who had good luck 
growing this delectable fruit 
sent his good friend Deame, di- 
rector of the Springside Green- 
house Group, several packages 
of these melon seeds, He 
thought the group might like to 
try growing something different. 

Deame planted a few seeds in 
his backyard garden ‘to com- 
pare results with the group’s ef- 
forts,” he explained. On the 
first of May, he sowed the seeds 
in four-inch pots, four to five 
seeds to a pot, indoors in full 
sun. Around the first of June, he 
planted the seeds in prepared 
ground. 

Before planting, Deame laid a 
sheet of 4-mil black polyethy- 
lene, which can be purchased at 
any garden store, over the pre- 
pared soil. Plants were then re- 
moved from their pots and in- 
serted through slits in the plas- 
tic four to six feet apart. If peat 
pots are used, there’s no need 
to remove the plant. 

The plants were watered occa- 
sionally through the slits, re- 
gardless of the amount of rain- 
fall, and fertilized twice during 
the season. 

Of the six hills that Deame 
planted, the woodchucks ate two 
and the four remaining hills 
produced 15 to 20 melons each. 
“The vines grew very fast and 
the fruit came rapidly, but it 
ripened slowly,”’ he said. 

One bit of advice from 
Deame: Don’t plant the seeds 
near any other melon, squash, 
or cucumber, because they will 
cross pollinate, and the taste of 
the resultant fruit will not tickle 
your palate. 

If you would like to try grow- 
ing this melon, the Springside 
Greenhouse Group has lots of 
seeds free for the asking. They 
may be picked up at the green-

Opening Phase 
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F irst Stage of Wild Acres Development 


Inspected by City, Federal Officials 


Final inspection was complet- 
ed this morning on the first 
stage of a long-range conserva- 
tion and development project at 


PittSfield’s Wild Acres reserva- 

tion off South Mountain Road. 
City officials and representa- 

tives of the Berkshire-Franklin 


Resource Conservation and De- 


velopment (RC&D) Project, a 


federally aided program, toured 


the area at 10 a.m. with engi- 
neering personnel. 

The work just finished was 
performed by the J. P. Scalise 
Contracting Engineers, Inc., of 
Pittsfield and consisted. of land- 
Scaping, construction of stone 
surface drains and. plantings, 
both in the 70-acre reservation 
and around the end of the Pitts- 
field Airport’s new  6,000-foot 
runway which extends onto 
what used to be reservation 
land. 

Scalise’s winning bid for the 
work was $16,419, of which 


$11,341 is to be paid by the city 
and $5,078 by the federal De- 
partment of Agriculture under 
the RC&D program. 

Normally, RC&D project costs 
are shared 50-50 with local com- 
munities, but in this case the 
city paid a greater portion be- 
cause the airport work was not 
eligible for RC&D assistance. 

A single bid from the 
Petricca Construction .Co. -of 
Pittsfield — has been received 
for the next stage of work, con- 
struction of a wildlife impound- 
ment dam in the present Wild 
Acres swamp. Beaver dams dot 
the swamp now. 


$3,000 Appropriated 


The Petricca bid is for $21,470 
but the federal Soil Conserya- 
tion Service (SCS), which serves 
as the RC&D contracting agent, 
has deferred awarding the con- 
tract. The bid is higher than the 
engineering estimates, accord- 
ing to the\SCS’s Arthur Verdi in 


Amherst, but he wouldn’t say by 
how much. He said a decision 
should be made this week. 

The City- Council last Tuesday 
appropriated $3,000 to cover the 
additional sum needed if the bid | 
is accepted. The city’s over-all 
share would be $10,235, or half 
the project cost: 

If the bid is not accepted, the 
project will be readvertised. 

Meanwhile, SCS_ technicians 
are conducting surveys around 
the Wild Acres fish pond in an- 
,ticipation of planning for im- 
provements -there sometime in 
1972 or °73. The survey work is 
a contribution of the SCS and 
will not be a cost to the city, ac- 
cording to the SCS’s Berkshire 
supervisor, Edward G. 
Konieczny.

The School Department has is- 
Sued ‘tentative’. educational 
specifications for a 600-pupil 
West Side Community School to- 
taling 109,000 square feet. 

Envisioned as a~replacement 
for Tucker School (built in 1888) 
but including children from 
other districts, the new facility 
would be built for children rang- 
ing from _ prekindergarten 
through Grade 6. 

Supt. Thomas J. Whalen and 
his staff were scheduled to meet 
this afternoon. with the Rev. Pat- 
rick <A. Sullivan, Thomas L.

Preliminary Provisions 


The preliminary ‘‘ed specs” 
call for: 

—Thirty classrooms, “‘‘ar- 
ranged in clusters’ of four or 
five classrooms each. Rooms 
would be separated from each 
other by movable dividers. 
Square-footage total would be 
45,000. 

—Other instructional facilities, 
including an.arts and crafts stu- 
dio, a music studio with prac- 
tice rooms, a science labora- 
tory, a homemaking laboratory 
and a reading lab. 

—A  6,000-square-foot library 
and multimedia center designed 
for use by adults as well as 
children. 

—A 10,000 square-foot gymna- 
sium. 

—A classroom to be used for 
“demonstrating instructional styles 
and observing learning styles of 
pupils.” 

—A  $3,000-square-foot televi- 
sion studio, 

—A students’ common that 
could be used after school by 
older youth and adults.

Is Parkland

Planning replacements for Pittsfield’s 
oldest elementary schools poses a per- 
plexing problem. Where in the congested 
inner city can you build them? 

Predictably, the Community School 
Building Commission, after scouring the 
West Side and Morningside neighbor- 
hoods, began eyeing parkland. Coolidge 
Park or Pitt Playground (below) for a 
building to take the place! of Tucker and 
Briggs schools. And a nibble of Spring- 
side Park (right) for a similar school-ac- 
tivity center to replace Rice. 

Taking land from parks is a sensitive 
subject in Pittsfield. 

The last major school-park battle took 
place in 1964 when the commission that 
eventually built Taconic High 
recommended a new school on 36 acres 
in Springside Park. That proposal was 
killed by the Park Commission and other 
park protectors ~ including Berkshire 
Eagle owners Lawrence K. and Donald 
B. Miller, whose family donated much of 
the land that makes up Springside Park.

Transferring acreage from the Park

Street would be closed off, connecting 


the site with Pitt Playground. 

Although this idea:might be acceptable 
to the: Park Commission, the 7.9-acre 
area is considered small by the state 
School Building Assistance Bureau, 
which says every elementary school 
should start with no less than 10 usable 
acres. In addition, Connolly says, two 
houses on Onota Street and three dwell- 
ings on John Street would have to be 
taken to make the site workable. 

A West Side site, less centrally located 
but likely to be more acceptable to state 
authorities, is a 5.8-acre appendage to 
Coolidge Park, situated on the North side 
of Columbus Avenue near St. Mark’s 
School. 


Under this plan, the school and park-_ 


ing area would be built on a partially 
swampy parcel, with playground facili- 
ties developed on ofher portions of Cool- 
idge Park, which would remain the ‘prop- 
erty of the Park Commission. ‘

Tague Is Named Skimeister

The 10-year reign of Pittsfield 
High as Berkshire interscholas- 
tic champion ended Saturday 
when Taconic High edged 
Hotchkiss School of Lakeville, 
Conn., by less than a half-point 
to take its first title at the Pitts- 
field State Forest. 

The ever-improving Mt. Grey- 
lock Regional team, fifth last 
year, was third and its Nordic 
star, 17-year-old Tim Tague sur- 
prised himself by winning  ski- 
meister honors for-best over-all 
performance in the four events. 

“Gee, I don’t know how they 
figured that,’ he remarked, 
when he discovered he was sec- 
ond in jumping. He had won the 
cross-country in 15 minutes and 
6 seconds, nearly a minute 
ahead of the field. ‘It’s been a 
good day,” Tim said, with ‘the 
same engaging grin he had dis- 
played each time he negotiated 
the jump and remained on his 
feet. He had increased his dis- 
tance with each successive leap. 
Tim had placed 13th in the sla- 
lom and 41st in the downhill in 
Friday’s Alpine events at Brodie 
Mountain. 


Record Breaker 


Jeff Gulick of Lenox School, 
last year’s skimeister, scored a 
spectacular record breaking win 
in the jumping with 76-, 77- and 
79-foot distances. The hill record 
was 77 feet set by Rick Latimer 
in 1955. 

Gulick . scored 170.9 points. 
Tague jumped, 59, 66 and 69 feet 
and scored 129.7 points. Bill 
Green of Taconic was third with 
128.7. 

Twenty-three teams from 16 
schools competed in the two-day 
events, which presented a math- 
ematical challenge for the group 
of volunteers headed by Mrs. 
George Maynard Jr. They spent 
endless hours computing results. 

Individual scores in each of 
the four events and the margin 
of victory had to be figured to 
determine the team standings 
after each contest. In the final 
event, the jumping, each indi- 
vidual is allowed three tries. 
The best two are counted, with 
style and distance entering into 
the scoring. It took more than 
two hours to establish the final 
results. 


Tension Mounts 


The competition was so.close 
that, although Hotchkiss, Tacon- 


‘ie and Mt. Greylock knew they 


were the top three, the coaches 
couldn’t do their usual advance

Win Gutmann, who recently 

retired after 47 years with West- 
ern Mass. Electric Co. is attack- 
ing a backlog of projects that he 
had been putting off because he 
never had time to do them. 
' “Tts nice to know at 65 that 
you have a_ future,’ Win 
quipped when questioned about 
his plans. : 

These plans include work on 
two mechanical devices to make 
the role of parents easier at ski 
races, operating a TV repair 
business that he prepared for by 
building his own color televi- 
sion, a trip to Tuckerman’s Ra- 
vine next month and a trip to 
Alaska in the summer.° 

Win and his wife Blanche 
have been spending their spare 
time working with children as 
far back as anyone can remem- 
ber, hiking with them summers, 
skiing with them in the winter. 
They coach young skiers at Bro- 
die Mountain and have spent 
years working with little schus- 
sers at the Mt. Greylock Ski 
Club’s Goodell Hollow area. 
Blanche also has been teaching 
beginners afternoons at Spring- 
side Park for the Park Depart- 
ment. 

Win’s first project is nearly 
completed, a TV screen which 
will record ski race times for 
spectators, 

“A father spends a lot of 


money for race training, expen- 
sive skis and equipment, travels 
hundreds of miles with his son 
to a race, watches him come 
down a mountain once and asks, 
‘How did he do?’ Nobody will 
tell him. It seems to me that fa- 
ther has a right to know,” he 
said. 

“It works. We’ve tried_ it,’ 
Blanche said. “‘It needs to be 
bigger and something done 
about outside light. But it’s get- 
ting there.” 

Win is also working on an au- 
tomatic gate-keeping system. 
Gate-keeping is the most 
miserable job at a race. Parents 
usually have to do it because 
nobody else will. 

“This is still in a pretty rough 
stage,’’ Win said. “It may mean 
a TV circuit all the way down 
the path..We’ll work it out.” 

The Gutmanns’ work with 
children is recorded in a collec- 
tion of medals, plaques, trophies 
and other mementos. Win. re- 
ceived a safety award from the 
U.S. Eastern Amateur Ski Asso- 
ciation in 1945. He had bombard- 
ed Eastern with various reasons 
why it should establish age 
groups for racers. They institut- 
ed the groupings, then honored 
Win for making them do it. 

He has a gold medal for ‘“‘tire- 
less and never-ending devotion’ 
to the Tri-State kids’ racing 
teams. Blanche has a matching 
medal] for ‘devotion, love and 


understanding”’ to’ the 
kids.

America, where he studied the 
behavior of a primitive Indian 
tribe in the Andes Mountains. 

Marchetto and five students 
from other colleges spent the 
last five weeks of the trip living 
with members of the Guambi- 
ano Indian tribe’on ‘a reserya- 
tion 9,000 feet up in the Andes. 
The initial four weeks of the 
trip were devoted to traveling in 
Colombia and doing preliminaty 
field work. 


Sticks to Customs 


The students conducted their 
research under the Experiment 
in International Living. Prior to 
departing for South America at 
the end of February, the group 
studied Spanish and Colombian 
customs for two weeks at the 
Putney .(Vt.) School, the pro- 
gram’s headquarters. 

Marchetto said that the 
Guambiano tribe of 7,000 is unu> 
Sual in that it has not been as- 
Similated in the 400 years since 
the Spanish conquered Colom- 
bia. 

» “Since the conquest in 1536, 
“white society has been trying to 
‘impose its own values on the 
Guambianos,”’ Marchetto said. 
“Yet this smal tribe has re- 
tained its language and religious 
beliefs, its distinctive form of 
dress and its communal type of 
life.”’ 

The Guambiano men wear a 
mode of dress similar to a kilt 
which, like most of the clothes 4 
is handmade, Marchetto said.

chased outside the reservation, 
but for the most part the tradi- 
tional dress is stressed. 


Marchetto was especially im- 
pressed by the sense of commu- 
nity and the willingness to work 
for a common good in the reser- 
vation. Much of the land is dedi- 
cated for community use and 
families till what they need to 
provide them with foodstuffs, he 
Said. Each family also. contrib- 
utes time to communal projects. 
As an, example of this commu- 
nal spirit, Marchetto noted that 
a family need not contribute 
labor on a road project if it 
Pays five pesos instead. Most 
families could easily afford this 
fee, but almost all contribute 
the work instead. It is not sur- 
prising, he said, that the word 
for laziness and a familiar barn- 
yard expletive are the same in 
the Guambiano language, Mar- 
chetto said, 


Foresees No Change 


Marchetto predicts that the 
tribe will continue its internal- 
ized and isolated existence in- 
definitely. He does not expect 
any change in the traditional 
patterns of life that Indians 
have pursued for centuries. 
Children will join their parents 
in the fields for a full day’s 
work at the age of 7 and be 
married by 15. Few members 
will ever leave the reservation 
and the Indians will continue to 
resist incursions by white socie- 
ty, Marchetto said. 

Marchetto said he had little 
trouble adjusting to living at 
9,000 feet. “I was walking 10 to 
12 miles a day, doing research, 
and I got tired a little sooner, 
but I had no other problems.”

fluent coming in from Town 
Brook and we are convinced 
that there is.’ 


Eugene Sakshaug, chairman 
of the Lanesboro Board of Se- 
lectmen, which is also the 
Board of Health, said this morn- 
ing that “there has never been 
any evidence of sewage at the 
inlets and we don’t expect to 
have a different answer than be- 
fore.”’ .

NEWTON — Twelve-year-old 
Herb White Jr., advanced far- 
ther than any other Pittsfield 
boy in the 11-year-history of the 
Ford Motor Company’s punt, 
pass and kick competition when 
he’ won the Massachusetts title 
in his age class Saturday morn- 
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ing at turf-carpeted Boston Col- 
lege Alumni Stadium. White 
compiled a score of 289 to beat 
his closest challenger, Steve En- 
anoski of Boston by a margin of 
five points in the three-event 
contest, 

White, a 114-pound South Jun- 
ior High seventh-grade student, 
led all the way after taking a 
prohibitive advantage in the 
first event, the punt, where he 
scored 102. Then he asserted his 
superiority by tallying 104 in the 
pass. He fell off to 83 in the 
placement kick. Enanoski, who 
had hit 81 in the punt and a 
good 10314 in the pass, soared 
to a total of 284 by doing a lau- 
datory 9914 in the placement 
kick. 

White’s win earned him ad- 
vancement to the regional 
championships Saturday, Nov. 7 
at Schaefer Stadium in Foxboro. 
There he’ll meet the champion 
of a five-state New England 
area in a test to see which one 
goes to the nationals at Houston 
in December. Contestants from 
Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Connecticut and Rhode Is- 
land were competing here Sa- 
turday for the right to qualify 
for participation at Foxboro. 

White’s triumph highlighted a 
big day for the Western Massa- 


chusetts area. He was one of 
four. from this end of the state 
to take honors in his age class. 
The others were Gary Grumoli, 
eight, of Springfield, who to- 
taled 15514; nine-year-old Tho- 
mas Rheault of Springfield, who 
scored an even 200; and 11- 


year-old James Mooney of Pal-

And he plays right field 
because there he’ll have the least chance to kill or be killed. 
That’s the deception. 


Lussier has been South’s secret. weapon through five tourna- 
ment games. Not only has this ‘out’? man made timely hits and 
contributed key fielding plays, he has also pitched like the dick- 
ens. And therefore he is most unbelievable. 


Tommy, 11-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs, Kenneth 0. Lussier 
of 152 Doreen St., made the all-star team as the only representa- 
tive of the Virgilio’s Construction nine. What with bigger and 
older boys in front of him (he goes about 70 pounds), he made 
the starting lineup, just barely, over several other candidates.
